but that at the same time it will pro- 
pose terms which, in its opinion, are ac- 
ceptable for their enemy and calculated 
to serve as a basis for a lasting peace. 

“On the other hand, the conditions 
of peace contained in our enemies’ reply 
to the United States are equivalent at 
least to the disintegration of our mon- 
archy and of the Ottoman empire. This 
amounts to an official announcement

and we are, therefore, forced to resist 
with our utmost strength as long as _ 
is the war aim of our enemies. 


Allies Against Wilson Plan. 
“In such circumstances it cannot be 
doubted which group of powers by its 
attitude is the obstacle to peace, and 
this group approximates to President 
Wilson’s conception.
